When BARNUM & BAILEY pleyed Southampton, Englend,during the firs’ 
Buropeen tour,it ran into opposition from 2 English Shows,end what ap- 
peers to have been 6 tough city editor-but from evidence left in files 
of Southampton newspepers it seems that the Greatest Show on Earth ceme 
eway the victor,On the way home from Germany I stopped in Southampton 
and looked up the detes,Here is the story:- 

The paper was a Southampton & Hempshire weekly and the yr,1898,'2h 
first wk,in Aug.the paper carried the first ad of the Big One,But prio: 
to that it hed published the eds of the LORD JOHN SANGER & SONS LTD. 
CIRCUS and of the LORD GEORGE,THE ORIGINAL SANGER & HIS 6125,000 CIRCUS 
CO,Lord George ren a 5 inyl column ed for his date,which wes July 29. 
He billed 12 elephants,20 cages,a Spec celled "WAR IN THE SUDAN" whica 
included some cevalry end ertillery units,end his free street paerede, 

Lord John's single ad appeered in the same issue below Lord George'¢ 
end it was about the seme size.John wes a little more lively,he took 
this chence to make e couple of stetements aimed at his 2 competitors, 
With Lord George in mind,this ad for the Aug.9 date said that John hed 
no connection with any other Sanger Circus and he also took steps to 
set the people straight about this Americen Show that wes coming by re- 
peating thet Lord John's Circus was a native British concern,Perheps it 
wes in enswer to this thet later eds of B & B tried to point out thet 
it,too,had strong British e¢onnections,Lord John then seid that his si.ow 
wes founded in 1837,that it had 60 railroad cers;that it gave a free 
streét perade,and thet it would operate a ticket agency in a local shop, 
Top billing went to DICK MARSH,"whip" or driver of the longest teem of 
horses ever driven.How this string long hitch compered with the femed 
B & B 40 horse teem would be interesting to know.The single ads of 
these 2 shows were the only mention of either in the paper with the eé. - 
ception of 1 line notices in e celendar of events column,There were no 
more ads,no news stories,no erticles about the features,no reviews of 
the shows.Press egents,if they had them,did not score, 

Then came BARNUM & BAILEY,The Big One pleced 3 full column ads, 
Getting the biggest pley wes the 40 horse team in the street parade « 
the Spec "COLUMBUS RETURNS TO BARCELONA'",The 3 identicel ads gave pro- 
minence to 2 formel announcements by the menegement,One,in the style 
found so often in Barnum's ads,essured the towners that contrary to 
rumors the show never split in order to pley 2 towns et once,.The secorc 
seems to heve been in enswer to Lord John's left hended barb about beiag 
a British owned show.JAMMS A.BAILEY'S ads featured winter quarters at 
STOKE-on-TRENT,England,The ads also mentioned 70 nearly 60 ft, cers,more 
ebout the parede,end JOHANNA,the gorilla,The press dep't scored,in add- 
ition to the usuel 1 line mention there were 2 pre dete news articles, 
They were short and written in the stilted style of the day. 

BARNUM & BAILEY moved from nearby BOURNEMOUTH on the night of AUG, 
20,e Set.end errived on Sun,for its dates of Moh.& Tues,AUG.22 & 23, 
1898, The next issue of the paper reviewed the shows stay in town,The 
good draft stock wes mentioned end it was said thet there were larger 
reilwey cers then England hed seen.After errecting the show on a Sun, 
it wes seid thet the lot wes very quiet except for a preview given for 
the press.About this the reporter seid only that it was truly the GREAT? 
EST SHOW ON EARTH. 

The lot wes too small for the show and so one 60 ft,middle piece 
wes left out of the Big Top,leeving not ouiet 15,000 seets.But 13,000 
saw eech of the four performences and there were tremendous crowds at

IVAN MYERS wonders whether P,T.BARNUMM hed more than one show on the 
road in 1875,The route book lists P.T.BARNUM'S GREAT ROMAN HIPPODROLE 
for Milwaukee,Wis.on Aug,27 and 28,He has clippings to prove that a 
Bernum show wes in Wheeling,W.Ve,on Set,Aug, 28th of thet yesr under t 
title P,T.Barnum's Traveling World's Feir,From Wheeling the show went 
to Barnesville,then to Cambridge,then to Caldwell,ell in Ohio,The latter 
town was billed for two deys and P,.T.was scheduled to speak before a 
Soldiers meeting, 

In 1878 the route book lists Wheeling,W.Va,for Sept,13th and Washingtu:i, 
Pa.for the 14th,Both these detes were cancelled because of railroad 
weshouts and the show went direct fromSteubenvillejOhioc,its Sept,12th 
date to Altoone,Pa.for the Sept,16th showing,
